<|iiartor Wilbur wa.s granted a 
full -sclKiIarship.

and take notice when he first 
made the main team then pro¬ 
ceeded to lead the state in 
collegiate scoring writh 66 
points. H e brought farther 
recognition to the school 
when he made the All Con¬ 
ference Team. 

This year, his junu>r year, 
Wilbur again made AIL Coa- 
ference, and, as has already 
been slated, h i.s 64 points 
placed him second in state 
collegiate scoring.

Dean Peacock Tells

will bring about cooperation 
in our world- 

"A cfimpass has five points. 


north, south, cast, west, and 
where you are now. We are 
mainly where we are now due 
to the Morrill Act of 1862, 
which established land grant 
colleges. The land grant col¬ 
leges brought about new con¬ 
cepts in education: (1) educa¬ 
tion should be for all. not to 
those who can afford it, but 
to those who have the desire 
and ability for an education, 
and (2) education is not for 
the benefit of the individual 
alone but for the purpose of 
a service which will be rend¬ 
ered by the individual who 
seeks an education.” said Dr. 
Peacock. 

Dr. Peacock said that h e 
felt quite at home on the U-T 
Martin campus because of its 
friendly atmosphere, the co¬ 
operation of the teachers and 
the outstanding students who

Education 243 is one of the 
most interesting and unusual 
units of inatrucUon being of¬ 
fered on the campus, accord¬ 
ing to Prof. Danlal V. Hattox, 
the instructor, and the stu¬ 
dents who are taking it. 

For those who do not know. 
Education 943 is a courae in 
educational phychology and is 
concerned with the study 
children in til phases of their 
lives and development. This 
study of the child begins with 
his birth and continues until 
be has reached adulthood. In 
many respects the study con¬ 
tinues through adulthood un¬ 
til death. 

This course is designed pri¬ 
marily for those who plan to 
become teachers and as such 
it has numerous and varied 
objectives. These range all the 
way from gaining an under¬ 
standing of children’s behav¬ 
ior, thoughts, feelings, moti¬ 
vations, and each of the other 
thousands of facets which go 
into making up a child’s per¬ 
sonality to acquiring self-con¬ 
fidence in meeting and deal¬ 
ing with people in all walks 
of life. 

Equally important and equ¬ 
ally stressed are the goals of 
learning how better to rear 
children and how to acquire a 
better knowledge of our cul¬ 
ture and society. 

In one respect Educatimi 
243 is no different from any 
other course because there 
are the three hours of lec¬ 
tures per week with which 
every student is familiar. But 
here is where it departs from 
the usual for it also includes 
six personal observations of 
a child and a special party 
each quarter. 

Observing a child between 
the ages of six and thirteen 
is not quite so easy as it may 
sound. For one thing child 
observation consists of more 
than just watching a child at 
work and play and for anoth¬ 
er it is not always easy to 
keep up with a youngster; in 
fact, one can ran you ragged. 

The first thing to do in ob¬ 
serving a child is to call the 
parents of the child you wish 
to watch and then once they 
haw agreed, go to their home 
and talk to the pareiUs and 
find oat all you can of the 
child’s family background, ed¬ 
ucation. and behavior. 

Besides this first initial vis¬ 
it the student makes six ob¬ 
servations altogether. These 
might include such things as 
taking the child to a show, to 
dinner at the cafeteria, going 
on a hike or playing baseball 
with him, or even attending 
several of his grade school 
classes and talking t o the 
teacher. 

After each observation a de¬ 
tailed three-page summary is 
written discussing the child’s 
reactions, what he did, and 
what the child said. When the 
observations have been com¬ 
pleted and the summaries 
written a final repeat is writ¬ 
ten summarizing the observa¬ 
tions and condosioos drawn 
as to the child’s hd>bies, int¬ 
erests. other likes and dislikes 
—language usage and vocab¬ 
ulary. 

Even the party which i s 
given each quarter has a def¬ 
inite purpose in mind. That 
is to give the students a 
chance to observe children of 
an age group other than the 
child which they are watch¬ 
ing. 

At the party the students 
watch the children a s they 
play games and socialize with 
the other children there. 
From this the student is able 
to determine how boys and 
girls of different age levels, 
act, and what traits and char^ i 
acteristics are outstanding in 
each age group. 

So Education 243 is really 
not an easy course, it re¬ 
quires a lot of bard work and 
effort on the part of the stu¬ 
dent, but because it is so un^ 
usual and interesting it does 
not really seem very difficult.

Some Collect Bottles 
Instead Of Contents

Some people collect stamps, 
others coUert coins, while still 
others collect bottles. Yes, 
bottles for anything from 
whiskey to medicine oil made 
in shapes of fish bottles, vio¬ 
lin bottles, Gothic Church 
window bottles and even a 
whiskey bottle in the shape 
of an elephant. 

Such a collection is exhibit¬ 
ed in the related art display 
case on third floor of the Ad¬ 
ministration Building. 'These 
bottles have been collected 
over a period of tin>e by Miss 
Aaltje Van Denburg, associ¬ 
ate professor of related art 
and crafts and Mrs. Mary Lee 
Shannem, hostess of Shannon 
HaU. 

Many of the shapes in the 
bottle collection reflect the 
histCM 7 of the period in which 
they were made. “The Eagle 
and Stars’’, a turquoise whis¬ 
key flask was made in the ear¬ 
ly 1800’s when the United 
^ates was enjoying new free¬ 
dom. These historic flasks 
have been so sought after by 
collectors that one whiskey 
company for the 1961 Christ¬ 
mas Holiday Season reproduc¬ 
ed four of these early flasks 
which have already become 
collectors’ items in 1962. 

Bottles were also often 
made by the glass companies 
when a noted visitor came to 
America. One of these bot¬ 


tles is the historic “Twwiy 
Lind” bottle nude in honor 
of her visit to this country In 
the early ISOO’s. 

Not only do the shapoi of 
the bottles make them coUoe- 
tors’ items but so do tho eol- 
ors, especially when they are 
displayed on open shelreo be- 
hind glass windows whore 
light can radiate through 
them. Some of the colors hi 
this collection are amethyst, 
ultramarine blue, avocado 
green and amber. 

Most of the bottles are 
from various parts of the Uni¬ 
ted States, including one from 
here i n Weakley County, 
Dresden, which from tho In¬ 
formation on the medicine 
bottle would lead one to be¬ 
lieve the oil would heal all 
aches and pains, corns, stiff 
or swollen joints, headaches, 
toothaches, pains in neck, cuts, 
bums and bruises, insect 
bites, bee stings, etc. The in¬ 
formation directed the user to 
mb over seat pain, apply 
to corns and bunions night 
and morning. Saturate cotton, 
place in tooth, rub behind ear 
for earache, rub badt oi nedt, 
forehead and temples. Inhale 
vapor for headaches. 

Other countries are repre¬ 
sented in the collection by the 
beautiful amethyst bottle in 
the shape of the ‘Wirgla of 
Guadalupe’’ from Mexico and 
by the strange-shaped Coca- 
Cola bottle from Japan.

bers of THEA are taking this 
means to call attention to this 
important aspect of our state 
and national life.” 

Gov. Ellington proclaimed 
Home Economics to be a field 
of knowledge concerned with 
strengthening family life 
through better knowledge of 
nutrition and foods, of cloth¬ 
ing and textiles, of family ec¬ 
onomics and home manage¬ 
ment, of child development 
and family relationships. 

More than 600 members of 
THEA, members of the Ten¬ 
nessee Future Homemakers of 
America, and 4-H Club Mem¬ 
bers in the schools of the 
state along with community 
club members, are preparing 
special programs to empha¬ 
size Home Economics Week, 
Miss Armstrong said.

April 17 Is Date 
For Service Test 

Applications for the April 
17. 1962 admlniitration of the 
College Qualification Test are 
now available at Selective Ser¬ 
vice System local boards 
throughout the country. 

Eligible students who in¬ 
tend to take this test should 
apply at once to the nearest 
Selective Service local board 
for an application and a bul¬ 
letin of information. 

Following instructions i n 
the- bulletin, the student 
should fill out his application 
and mail it immediately in 
the envelope provided to Se¬ 
lective Service Examining 
Section. Ekfucational Testing 
Service, P. O. Box 586, Prince¬ 
ton, New Jersey. Applications 
for the April 17 test must be 
postmarked no later than mid¬ 
night, March 27, 1962. 

According t o Educational 
, Testing Service, which pre- 
' pares and administers the Col¬ 
lege Qualification Teat for 
the Selective Service System, 
it will be greatly to the stu¬ 
dent’s advantage to file his 
application at once. Test re¬ 
sults will be reported to the 
student’s Selective Service lo¬ 
cal board of jurisdiction for 
use in considering his defer¬ 
ment as a student. 


Tunmire Studied 
Nuclear Weapons 

Capt. Dana Tunmire recent¬ 
ly completed a one-week re¬ 
fresher course in Nuclear 
Weapons Employment. 

While there he was 
brought up-to-date on new de¬ 
velopments in nuclear weap¬ 
ons and their employment. 

His courses of study includ¬ 
ed math, methods of figur¬ 
ing data necessary to hit and 
destroy a target, and methods 
for analyzing targets and de¬ 
termining what size weapon to 
use against them. 

Capt. Tunmire qualified as 
a Nuclear Weapons Employ¬ 
ment officer in December, 
1959. He is required to return 
to school biennially to be 
brought up to date in the field 
of nuclear weapons. 


UTMB Students Have 
Man-Sized Appetites

Eight thousand, nine hund¬ 
red and forty pounds of meats 
and vegetables are consumed 
a month by 300 students who 
eat regularly in the cafeteria. 

Mrs. Latta itated that 240, 
000 rolls, muffins, and bis¬ 
cuits; 540 dozen eggs; 1200 
gallons of milk; 8,000 desserts 
and 5,520 salads are served 
each month. 

In the meat department, 
the favorites include roast 
beef, barbecued chicken and 
pork, breaded pork chops and 
ham. When given a choice be¬ 
tween sausage and bacon, it 
seems more students prefer 
bacon. 

’The favorites in the vege¬ 
table and salad departments 
include potatoes, En^ish peas, 
green beans, onion rings, com¬ 


bination salads, congealed sal¬ 
ads and deviled eggs. 

Pecan pie. cherry and blue¬ 
berry cobbler, strawberry 
shortcake and cocoanut and 
chocolate cake take the lead 
among desserts. 

To aid in the preparation 
and serving of these foods and 
with KP, the cafeteria em- 
ploys a total of 33 persons Of 
this group, 24 are students. 

Students owning meal tic¬ 
kets. obtain their meals at an 
average of 52 cents per meal. 
Those paying per meal spend 
an average of 65 cents for 
breakfast, 80 cents for lunch 
and 80 cents for dinner.

Research Coming To UTMB Campus

A modest research program 
is being planned for the Ag¬ 
riculture Department at U-T 
Marlin. Dr. John Arthur Ew¬ 
ing, director of the U-T Agri¬ 
culture Experiment Stations, 
revealed last week. 

“We plan to start the re¬ 
search program with the 
growing season this year by 
testing 36 different varieties 
of com,” Dr. Ewing said. 

According to Dr. Ewing, the 
fertilization of soybeans and 
an area in dairying are also 


with Prof. J. E. McMahan 
axporimontal work to bo 
begun at U-T Martin soon 
under the supervision of 

projects being planned for fu¬ 
ture research. 

“We feel that Martin has 
some excellent facilities and 
will supplement the teaching 
program in agriculture,” Dr. 
Ewing said. 

He stated that this program 
would be similar to the ones 
carried on at the various ex¬ 
periment stations in Tennes¬ 
see. 

“Our job in research is to 
find new and better ways of 
doing things,” Dr. Ewing said.
